Travellers who moved on to former school 
site insist they have no other place to go 

A GROUP of travellers who have set up camp on 
the former Passmores School site in Harlow have 
insisted they have no intention of moving. 

The travellers moved on to the land at Tendring 
Road - which is owned by Essex County Council - 
more than three weeks ago. County Hall is cur¬ 
rently taking action through the courts to have 
them removed. 

But Patrick Donovan, a traveller who has spent 
most of the past 22 years in Essex, said this week 
they would not be leaving Harlow as they had 
nowhere else to go. 

“We have ground in Epping and we have been in 
Epping for years,” said 47-year-old Mr Donovan. 

“However, we could not get planning permission 
time and time again which is why we are now in 
Harlow. 

“We have nowhere else to go. We are not going 
anywhere; we are not leaving Harlow. 

“The police have been very obliging, they have 
never given us any problems. The councillors 
have also been round and we have had no prob¬ 
lems with the residents. We do clean up after 
ourselves and take things to the tips.”

Mr Donovan added: “We are humans like every¬ 
one else and we just want a place to go. We under¬ 
stand residents but we do need to have a place to 
go to. We have nowhere at the moment.” 

ECC served a court summons on the travellers 
on Tuesday ahead of a hearing scheduled for 
today (Thursday). 

A spokesman said: “They were issued with a 
direction to leave notice but, having failed to 
comply with this, an application was made to the 
courts to repossess the land and move them on. 

“Court summons were issued on Tuesday ahead 
of a hearing scheduled for Thursday. We antici¬ 
pate the travellers will move on the issue of the 
court order although, based on recent experience 
with this group, there is a strong likelihood that 
this will be to another location/s in Harlow.” 

Essex County Council manages 12 traveller sites 
throughout the county providing a total of 186

A RETIRED teacher has grown what he 
believes could be one of the longest 
marrows in Britain. 

Surinder Chaudhry, 74, works on his 
allotment in Commonside Road, 

Harlow, for three hours every day and 
has produced several Italian marrows 
ranging in length from 5ft (1.5m) to 9ft 
(2.7m) long. 

Keen gardener Mr Chaudhray said: “I 
grow lots of different things and I’m 
always interested in doing something 
different, but I did nothing unusual to 
these. 

“Somebody gave me six or seven plants 
which I planted and looked after but I 
never expected them to grow so long. 


The longest Italian marrow I have is 
about 9ft.” 

Mr Chaudhry, who taught in Harlow 
for more than 25 years before retiring, 
added: “When I was a teacher I was 
dedicated completely to my job and 
didn’t do as much gardening, but I have 
always had an interest in farming and in 
gardening.” 

Back in 2010 retired factory worker 
Alberto Marcantonio made headlines 
when he grew an Italian marrow 
measuring 63in (5.3ft). At the time it was 
believed to be Britain’s longest marrow.

Records said: “We would certainly 
welcome an application from Surinder.”

pitches. Harlow Council 
provides the most, with 44 
pitches at Pinnacles and Fern 
Hill Lane. 

On Saturday a group of 
people from Harlow visited the 
encampment at Tendring Road 
to demonstrate their support 
for the travellers. 

One of them, Adam Cochrane, 
told the Star: “Opening the 
paper and looking online to 
see all the comments about 
the traveller community, there 
seems to be very little from 
them. 

“When I see a group of 
people attacked my first 
thought is how I can help 
them. I spoke to [the travellers] 
and one of the reasons they are 
in this limbo is because they 
were kicked off land they own 
in Epping. 

“This traveller ‘beating’ has 
been going on for a while and 
it’s not fair.” 

A spokesman for Harlow 
Trade Union Council said: “We 
are dismayed at the frenzy of 
recent anti-traveller media 
coverage over unauthorised 
encampments in our town. 

“We call upon councils 
throughout Essex to provide 
permanent and transient 
pitches to satisfy the Equality 
Act 2010 and to placate 
criticisms of the UK raised by a 
2011 report from the United 
Nation’s Committee for the 
Elimination of Racial 
Discrimination. 

“We also voice our concern at 
the conduct of our town’s MP, 
who has made high profile 
comments urging police to 
take tough action against 
travellers.” 

He added: “Of course Harlow 
TUC and the local community 
are concerned about anti¬ 
social behaviour on 
unauthorised encampments, 
but the root causes of today’s 
problems are discriminatory 
gypsy and housing policies 
over many decades that have 
created a shortage of pitches. 

“The one saving grace is that 
it appears Essex Police are 
more mindful of equality 
legislation than councillors or 
MPs.” 



Lucky Lola is given 
a new lease of life 



A FAMILY of dog owners who stepped in 
to save a deformed puppy after it was 
about to be put to sleep are appealing 
for help to pay towards the cost of life¬ 
changing surgery. 

French bulldog Lola was born in March 
with abnormalities to both front legs 
which prevented her from walking nor¬ 
mally and left her in a permanently 
stooped position. 

As a result she has had to undergo 
numerous surgeries and this week 
begun a programme of extensive physi¬ 
otherapy at the Royal Veterinary College 
in London. 

Chantell Mapp-Pope, husband James 
and children Harry, 15, and Tara, 13, 
rescued the six-month-old pooch from 
death after her owner decided to have 
her put to sleep. 

Nazeing vet Amir Kashiv from Vets and 
Pets had refused to put the pup to sleep 
and asked Chantell if she would take 
Lola. 

Chantell, 37, of The Drive, Harlow, who 
has other rescue dogs, said: “We are all 
dog lovers and have three other dogs. 

“Lola needed extensive surgery to give 
her a happier, more comfortable life. 

“The surgery was very expensive but 
anyone that meets Lola falls in love with

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her. We just wanted to have her fixed and 
be able to give her a lovely life.” 

The bill for Lola’s x-rays and surgery 
total almost £8,000 and that does not 
include the cost of any physiotherapy. 

Chantell added: “It is a long road to 
recovery but hopefully at the end it will 
give Lola a good quality of life. 

“We need to raise as much of this 
money as we can. Although we set a tar¬ 
get of £1,000, anything more then that 
will be greatly received. 

“It will be a long recovery before she is 
making use of her fixed legs but it will so 
lovely to see her stand up and walking.” 

Support and donations have already 
been rolling in from across the area. A 
fundraising campaign on the crowding 
funding website Yimby has so far raised 
£1,465, with donations ranging from £5 
to £500.

SIR Some 25 years ago I was 
instrumental, with others, in initiating 
questions from the public to be 
addressed to councillors at their 
meetings. It remains one of the few 
public imports into council policy 
making. 

The vast majority of councillors had 
failed to acknowledge let alone reply to 
two copies of a letter I sent them 
regarding the dangers to local democracy 
revealed by the abysmal turnout at this 
years local election. I, therefore, put 
forward a question to the last full council 
meeting asking councillors if they 
realised that such lack of response 
merely confirmed the view of two-thirds 
of the electorate that voting for them was 
a waste of time. 

My question had to be first sent to 
council officers. The question they 
eventually presented in my name to 
council consisted of only three words of 
my own. They had removed 15 lines of 
mine and added 14 of their own. 

At the council meeting I asked for a 
inquiry into how council officers thought 
they had the power to make such 
alterations and what this abuse of power 
revealed about the culture of the council 
and the relationship between officers 
and members.

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Halfon continues 
to press for free 
hospital parking 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon said this week he 
will continue his campaign to scrap the NHS 
stealth tax of hospital parking charges. 

Welcoming the Government’s annoucement 
at the weekend that relatives of chronically ill 
patients must be given free or reduced-rate 
parking, he insisted charging should be axed 
altogther in the future. 

Patients with disabilities and those with fre¬ 
quent appointments, as well as staff working 
shifts, will also benefit from the shake-up 
announced by Health Secretary Jeremy Hunt at 
the weekend. 

Under the new reforms, hospital trusts will be 
told to waive fines when an overstay is beyond 
the control of the driver, such as treatment tak¬ 
ing longer than planned. Hospital trusts are also 
recommended to use ‘pay on exit’ schemes so 
visitors only pay for the time they have used. 

Mr Hunt said the new guidelines for hospitals 
in England had been drawn up to put an end to 
the stress of unfair charges. 

It follows a campaign spearheaded by Mr 
Halfon to highlight the damaging effect exces¬ 
sive charges have on patients and visitors and 
how they should be cut. He raised the issue at a 
meeting with the Prime Minister and Mr Hunt 
last month. 

Mr Halfon started his campaign after receiv¬ 
ing complaints from constituents, branding 
charges a stealth tax on the sick.

A report drawn up by Mr Halfon found that 79 
per cent of hospitals in England charged patients 
and visitors to park on site. The average charge 
for one hour nationally is £1.56 and £39.49 per 
week, but it can be as high as £4 for one hour and 
more than £500 for one week’s parking. 

Drivers visiting Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital currently pay £3 for the first three 
hours, £4 for up to six hours and £6 for all day 
parking. However, free parking is available for 
people visiting End of Life Care Plan patients 
and those receiving chemotherapy. 

Writing in the Star when he launched his cam¬ 
paign in June, Mr Halfon said: “I believe we 
should follow the examples of Scotland and 
Wales and scrap hospital parking fees. This 
would cost £200m but the money could be raised 
by using more generic drugs rather than more 
expensive alternatives.” 

He said this week: “This is a massive step for¬ 
ward but the hospital car parks have got to treat 
patients fairly. I think these charges should be 
scrapped in the future but this is an important 
step forward. 

“I want to thank residents of Harlow for flag¬ 
ging up this issue as I wouldn’t have begun cam¬ 
paigning to get charges scrapped if it were not 
for them writing to me.”

Stalker branded ‘a 
dirty old pervert’ by 
victim faces prison 


A STALKER who made the life of a young 
woman a nightmare for several months has 
been told he could be jailed. 

Neil Collins, 57, of Rectory Wood, Harlow, 
first spotted his victim in a card shop and 
bought her a ‘girlfriend’ card. 

He also approached her in the street and told 
her “I love you”, went to her office at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital and later grabbed her by 
the elbow. 

Collins, who pleaded guilty at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court to stalking the woman and 
assault by beating, must wait until September 
12 to hear his fate after district judge John 
Woolard adjourned sentence for reports. 

But he told Collins: “This is a very serious 
offence. I have got to consider whether to send 
you to prison 

“It was a nightmare for this young woman 
over the last five or six months and it may end 
in a custodial sentence.” 

The court heard how the woman, who is in 
her 20s, took photos of Collins to identify him 
and called him a “dirty old pervert”. 

Joe Bird, prosecuting, said the stalking began 
in July 2013 after Collins placed a card with 
girlfriend on it on a shop counter while she

was there and then later approached her. 

“On September 19 he followed her to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital and when he walked past 
her she told him to go away,” said Mr Bird. “He 
seemed to be changing direction to go towards 
her. 

“On March 31 he followed her to the gates of 
the hospital saying ’I love you’. On July 9 he 
approached uninvited. She told him to get 
away and he carried out the assault.” 

Mr Bird said there had been no ‘signals’ from 
her as had been suggested by the defence and 
she had only taken photos to identify him. 

Later the victim made a statement to police 
saying he was making her “very anxious”. 

Sarah Steggles, representing Collins, said in 
mitigation: “He interpreted the photos wrong¬ 
ly. He thought she was interested in him and 
the elbow incident occurred after he took a gift 
to her workplace and she told him he was a 
dirty old pervert.’” 

Miss Steggles said when Collins had first 
seen the woman in the card shop he was 
attracted to her.

Tom signs up to 
Stammer School 
for new TV show 



A CITY worker who has stammered for 20 years will 
be appearing in a new television documentary 
which starts on Channel 4 tonight (Thursday). 

Thomas Battelley, of Staple Tye, Harlow, was filmed 
for Stammer School, which follows a group of people 
with the speech impediment as they take part in an 
intensive programme that sets out to help them over¬ 
come their difficulties. 

Also taking part in the programme is student 
Musharaf Asghar, one of the stars of the reality show 
Educating Yorkshire. 

The McGuire programme teaches stammerers a 
technique called costal breathing to help them con¬ 
trol their speech. It is used by pop star Gareth Gates 
and Scotland rugby captain Kelly Brown. 

“I had the opportunity to email a TV producer and 
then had to go through a very long application and 
take part in recorded interviews before I got the call 
asking if I wanted to be part of the show,” said 
Thomas, pictured right. “I was really nervous to be on 
the show, I never thought I could do something like 
that.” 

He decided to take part not only to improve his 
stammer but also to raise awareness of the problems 
faced by people with a stammer. 

“Overall, I feel I have got a lot out of it,” he said. “I 
was really nervous as they make the course really 
intense so you have the opportunity to jump in and 
make use of what they provide to you. 

“People sometimes do not know how to react when 
you have a stammer. 

“I am proud to be a stammerer but I sometimes kept 
myself to myself and found that people would not 
let me finish my sentences and things like that. 

“Now I know I can fully embrace the technique 
taught on the McGuire programme and I can 
encourage my stammer to be worked on 
more.” 

The intensive course was held in Croydon 
where Thomas and his fellow stammerers 
were taught the breathing technique used 
by opera singers and given a coach to 
help them through the programme. 

He added: “It was a four-day course 
and it was really intense. I nearly 
passed out on the second day, it took 
so much out of me.” 

Tom, who said he is proud to be a 
stammerer, made friends with many _

of those also on Stammer School and is still in contact 
with the students including Mushy. 

“I made friends and keep in contact with all the peo¬ 
ple that were on the show especially with Mushy and 
Vicky Croft. I had help from so many people, and 
there are a lot of people who are part of the pro¬ 
gramme, I was overwhelmed with it. 

“A stammer cannot be cured but it 
can be managed and the McGuire 
Programme is one of the ways 
many people can benefit from 
the techniques to help 
improve a stammer.” 

Tom will also be attending 
a refresher course in 
Wembley.

COUNTY consumer watchdogs have issued a 
warning after the contact details of almost 
3,000 people were discovered on a so-called 
“suckers list” used by scammers. 

The list, which was passed to the Essex 
Trading Standards unit by colleagues from 
another county, issued by tricksters who use 
the names and addresses to con people out of 
money. 

As well as a list of about 2,700 names and 
addresses of potentially vulnerable residents 
who fall for scams, the team was given about 
200 completed forms with cheques, cash, 
postal orders, stamps and credit card details 
- including security codes. 

The money was attached to prize draw appli¬ 
cations and orders for confectionery special 
offers. The forms were found in a PO box used 
by known scammers. 

Cllr Roger Walters, Essex County Council’s 
cabinet member for trading standards, said: 
“Unfortunately we know that this list is just 
the tip of the iceberg. Residents who respond 
to scams often will not tell family, friends or 
neighbours. This is partly because it almost 
becomes an obsession. 

“It is difficult to persuade someone who has 
been responding for years that the prize draw, 
the scam lottery, the ‘today-only’ offer, the 
vouchers, the promise of a holiday or whatever 
else is not real. 

“Residents should never respond to mailings 
relating to prize draws, lotteries, or other 
products or services which request personal 
information, or money for administration 
fees.” 

Essex Trading Standards is returning all the 
money to the people who sent it, with advice 
about how to avoid scams. The team will also 
contact people included on the list to warn 
them about scams and give advice about how 
to avoid them.

THERE aren't many festivals where you can be 
listening to heavy metal one minute and then 
take a few steps to chill out to some gentle 
follk music.

How to stop 
patio plants 
going to pot 


AS summer draws to a close and plants 
in pots start looking tired, it's time to 
give your containers a fresh new look for 
autumn and winter. 

As well as making new plantings, 
consider brightening up existing 
containers. Give wooden troughs and 
windowboxes a good sand before 
repainting them in whatever colour 
takes your fancy, but just make sure 
it complements the area rather than 
standing out like a sore thumb. 

Retro lovers may like to recycle items 
like food cans and tins, colanders, old 
metal buckets or bread tins, old wooden 
crates or even brightly coloured plastic 
trugs (with drainage holes in the bottom) 
to use as containers. 

If you only want to replace certain 
plants which have gone over, dig them 
out carefully with a hand fork and then 
replace the old compost with fresh, 
preferably the type which contains slow- 
release fertiliser and water-retaining gel. 
Fill in the gaps with temporary colourful 
autumn plants such as autumn cyclamen, 
pansies and violas, combined with dwarf 
marguerites and berried winter cherries.

Alternatively, once your summer 
annuals in pots are truly spent, plant 
up a cool mix of autumn stunners, 
combining flowers and fruits with 
ivies and other hardy foliage plants. 
Include colourful ornamental kales 
and cabbages, heucheras and cape 
heath and, when the weather really 
cools down, shelter displays as much as 
possible to keep them frost-free. 

Chrysanthemums, which went out 
of fashion for years as they have a 
reputation for being time-consuming 
and needing tender loving care in the 
greenhouse, have improved. There are 
many varieties which come into their 
own in the autumn, producing masses 
of flowers from August until November, 
including C. 'Mei-kyo', a pink variety. 

Hopefully the hardy pansies and violas 
should last right through autumn until 
the beginning of winter. All this should 
be complemented with eye-catching 
evergreen foliage plants as well as spring¬ 
flowering hardy primroses, polyanthus 
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and winter-flowering heathers. 

If you're planting up containers in 
autumn, don't forget to add some bulbs 
which will give you colour from late 
winter through to spring. The bulbous 
Reticulata irises flower in late winter 
and early spring and, being mainly blue, 
combine effectively with white and yellow 
Crocus chrysanthus cultivars. 

Dwarf narcissi such as ‘February 


Gold' and 'Tete aTete', also brighten up 
spring planters, as do snowdrops and 
grape hyacinth, while tulips will carry 
the flowering season into late spring. 
Pint-sized blue Scilla siberica can be used 
to fill in around the base of deciduous 
pot-grown shrubs but also make good 
plant partners for dwarf, early flowering 
daffodils and Wanda hybrid primroses. 

Cool planting schemes might feature 
purple, pink and silver, combining 
ornamental cabbages with white 
cyclamen, purple-leaved heucheras such 
as H 'Cajun Fire' or 'Shanghai' and silver 
foliage plants such as Cineraria 'Silver 
Dust'. 

Ornamental grasses such as carex and 
festuca can also be added to drape over 
the edge of containers to add both colour, 
texture and movement. 

And don't forget to use berries to 


brighten any patio display, from Callicarpi 
bodinieri 'Profusion', whose lilac flowers 
in summer precede pinkish autumn foliage 
and masses of dazzling purple berries in 
winter, to the winter cherry (Solanum 
pseudocapsicum), whose shiny orange- 
red berries will last several months. 

Another great plant to include in 
autumn and winter pots is the Skimmia 
japonica subsp. Reevesiana which 
produces long-lasting clusters of bright 
pillar box red berries in winter, nestled 
among dark evergreen leaves. This 
evergreen shrub goes on to produce 
deliciously fragrant white flowers in 
spring. 

The end of summer doesn't have to 
signal the end of colour on the patio. 

With a little imagination, you can be 
enjoying your containers well into autumn 
and beyond. 


Healthy eating is all about keeping it simple 


BACK in 2012, Eleanor Ozich was a full-time mum, 
who indulged her passion for food by posting her 
recipes and pictures for friends on Facebook. 

Now, just two years on, she's a published author 
with her very own cook book and a second on the 
way. And she's just opened a cafe called Mondays 
in her native New Zealand. 

More importantly, her daughter Izabella no 
longer suffers from eczema which was so severe 
and sore it used to keep her awake crying at night. 

Eleanor was simply a distraught mother 
searching for a cure for her child, but in the 
process she's transformed the lives of her whole 
family and sparked a new, exciting career path. 

"Izabella started to develop eczema when she 
was about two years old, although it was not 
until she was about three that it began to worsen 
significantly,'' explains 25-year-old Eleanor, 
who also has a two-year-old son, Obi. "After 
countless visits to doctors and specialists, nobody 
could shine a light on her condition, nor explain 
the impact it had on her behaviour. We were 
prescribed artificial creams and medication which 
would only ever temporarily fix the problem." 

In despair they eventually took Bella to a 
naturopath who diagnosed what she called ' Gut 
and Psychology Syndrome'. 

"It's an imbalance of bad gut bacteria, causing 
toxins, which was resulting in the eczema and 
her extreme mood fluctuations," said Eleanor. 

"At the time this revelation made complete sense 
to us and we were completely willing to heal her 
gut through removing wheat, grains, sugar and 
anything processed from our diets," 

She was so committed that she started charting 
her attempts to cook without using those 
ingredients in a blog which she named Petite 
Kitchen (www.petite-kitchen.com). "At the time, 
we were living in a tiny apartment with a cute little 
kitchen," she notes, explaining the name. 

It wasn't always easy. "With Izabella being so

SWEET POTATO, CARROT & CASHEW SOUP 
(serves 4) 

3 large orange sweet potatoes, peeled and roughly 
chopped 

3 large carrots, roughly chopped 

1.5-2L vegetable or chicken stock 

2 garlic cloves, peeled 

2 handfuls of toasted cashew nuts 

Sour cream, creme fraiche or plain yoghurt, to serve 

Extra virgin olive oil, for drizzling (optional) 

Sea salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Put the sweet potato and carrot in a stockpot or large 
saucepan and cover with the stock. Bring to a gentle 
boil, then reduce the heat and simmer for 30 minutes 
or until the vegetables are tender and the liquid has 
reduced slightly. 

Leave to cool for five minutes, then transfer to a 
blender, one ladleful at a time. Add the garlic and most 
of the cashews, reserving some nuts to garnish the 
soup. Blend until smooth, then season to taste with 
sea salt and freshly ground black pepper. 

Gently reheat the soup and ladle into bowls. Top with 
a dollop of sour cream, creme fraiche or yoghurt and 
the reserved cashews. Serve with an extra sprinkling 
of black pepper and a drizzle of olive oil if desired. 


LAMB LEG STEAKS WITH MINT & APPLE CIDER 
SAUCE (serves 2) 

2 large organic lamb leg steaks, each weighing 
about 300g and about 2cm thick, at room 
temperature 
2-3tbsp olive oil 

Sea salt and freshly ground black pepper 

For the sauce 

60ml apple cider vinegar 

2tbsp honey, or maple or agave syrup 

1 large handful of mint leaves 

Sea salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Sprinkle the steaks with a good pinch of sea salt 
and freshly ground black pepper, then rub on 
both sides with the olive oil. Set aside. 

To make the sauce, put the vinegar and honey 
in a small saucepan over low heat and bring to a 
gentle boil. Remove from the heat, then add the 
mint and a pinch of sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper. Stir well, then cover with a lid - this 
helps the flavours to really mix together. 

Heat a chargrill pan or frying pan over high heat. 
Cook the lamb for three minutes on each side for 
medium-rare. Leave to rest for five minutes. Carve 
the lamb and serve drizzled with the sauce.

Crime pays handsomely in this visually arresting 
sequel to the 2005 neo-noir anthology based on 
Frank Miller's comic series. 

Blessed with the same black-and-white aesthetic, 
Sin City 2: A Dame To Kill For is as twisted and 
depraved as its predecessor, festooning every 
frame with corrupt cops, gun-toting hoodlums 
and scantily clad molls. 

Lurid splashes of colour temporarily draw the 
eye away from the misery, degradation and 
mutilation as directors Robert Rodriguez and 
Miller linger on the darker side of human nature. 
Be warned, this film wears its 18 certificate as a 
badge of honour. 

Once again, three stories entwine on the 
godforsaken streets of Sin City. 

The ghost of police detective John Hartigan 


(Bruce Willis) haunts exotic dancer Nancy 
Callahan (Jessica Alba) who is desperate to put 
a bullet between the eyes of scheming Senator 
Roark (Powers Boothe). She manipulates her 
protector Marv (Mickey Rourke) into taking down 
the politician and his goons, regardless of the 
consequences. 

Meanwhile, cocksure gambler Johnny (Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt) and his lucky charm Marcie (Julia 
Garner) prepare to take on Roark at the poker 
table. Johnny humiliates his powerful host and 
suffers horrific consequences. 

Nearby, Dwight McCarthy (Josh Brolin) struggles 
to rein in his violent impulses following an 
encounter with old flame Ava Lord (Eva Green). 

She begs Dwight to help her escape the clutches 
of her sadistic husband Damien (Marton Csokas) 
and his hulking bodyguard Manute (Dennis 
Haysberet), but the plan goes awry and Dwight 
turns to old flame Gail (Rosario Dawson) and

Arriving almost a decade after the first chapter, 
Sin City 2: A Dame To Kill For plunges headfirst 
into a grimy universe where a bullet to the head 
settles most arguments.

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Simply stunning 






LAFERRARI apart, this is the 
most powerful car Ferrari makes 
and a true member of the 
supercar set, but how does it cope 
with British roads and British 
weather? MATT JOY finds out. 

It’s not very often that Ferrari will 
carry over lots of parts from a 
previous car, so much of the F12 is 
refreshingly new. 

Under the bonnet there is a 6.3- 
litre V12 that without recourse to 
turbochargers dishes out a 
remarkable 731bhp, driving the 
rear wheels only through the latest 
version of Ferrari’s sophisticated 
seven-speed dual clutch gearbox. 

There are carbon-ceramic brakes 
to rein in the performance and 
clever electronic dampers, while 
the aerodynamics are pretty 
special, too; the front wings have a 
deep channel cut into them to add 
downforce. Your quarter of a 
million buys a reassuring amount 
of technology. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE 

The most recent Ferraris are 
heavily influenced by the wind 
tunnel, so they have a more 
functional look rather than being 
solely penned with style in mind. 

That said, the F12 is no less 


dramatic for it. The long nose and 
hunched-up rear lend it menacing 
proportions and you’re left in no 
doubt about the performance. 

In the old days, Ferraris were 
seen by some as purely for show, 
but these days there’s no 
questioning that they’re serious 
driving machines - particularly at 
this end of the family tree. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY 

By making the F12 a strict two- 
seater and with no pretence of 
trying to carry more, there’s a 
sizeable and useful amount of 
space in the back. 


Behind the front seats you can 
stash small bags and under the 
bootlid there’s as much as 500 
litres of space available, more than 
enough for a weekend away with 
you and a lucky friend. 

The cabin layout is broadly 
straightforward, although Ferrari 
newbies might find the steering 
wheel a little challenging at first as 
it carries lights, wipers and 
indicators. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL 

Even in its tamest settings, the F12 
is dripping with intent. Press the 
starter button and there’s a brief 


whirr before a yowling flare of revs 
and a busy idle. 

The seven-speed gearbox will 
operate in auto mode, leaving you 
free to nose the F12 through 
traffic, and it’s surprisingly docile. 

Venture out of town and you 
soon realise that the magnificent 
V12 is very eager to respond and 
has masses of torque. Squeeze the 
throttle with almost any 
combination of revs, speed and 
gear, and it will accelerate with 
real intent. 

But to experience the F12 fully, 
you need to wring it past 
8,000rpm, and you get an 


Fl-inspired noise alongside 
sensational acceleration. Given the 
room it will hit 211mph and 
judging by sane speeds at least, it 
won’t take long to get there. 

The same goes for the handling; 
the steering is super-sharp and full 
of feel while the brakes are 
immensely powerful. You’ll need 
the suspension in its softest mode 
most of the time on British roads 
though. 

VALUE FOR MONEY 

There’s no doubting the amount of 
fine engineering that goes into a 
Ferrari, but it doesn’t come cheap. 

The F12 base price is £239,352 
but this particular example had 
almost £100,000 of extras. But if 
you can afford an F12 in the first 
place you won’t be questioning the 
value for money aspect. 

WHO WOULD BUY ONE? 

Clearly you need to have a few 
pounds in the bank to be an F12 
owner, and it is a genuine car for 
the driving enthusiast. 

Not that the lesser Ferrari models 
are poor relations, but the F12 is 
capable of reaching such highs 
that it would be a waste not to 
drive it hard on occasion.

Danny Welbeck, Spain 
international David De 
Gea, Mexico World Cup 
star Javier Hernandez and 
Northern Ireland interna¬ 
tional Jonny Evans among 
other stars, it could cer¬ 
tainly not be labelled a 
weak United line-up. 

The former St Mark’s 
School student has 
enjoyed a career which 


has taken 
Nottingham! 
Forest, Dagenham I 
and Charlton 
Athletic. 

He joined the Dons ini¬ 
tially on loan in 2013 
before a permanent move 
the following year. 

He signed a two-year 
contract after being 
released by Charlton in 


May. 

Green might always 
point to scoring the win¬ 
ner in the 2010 League 
Two play-off final at 
Wembley, which made 
club history and secured 
promotion for Dagenham, 
as his best performance,

(Pics: MK News) 
but playing a part in the 
destruction of a United 
side which won the 
Premier League in 2013 
will live long in the 
memory banks. 

His Wembley win¬ 
ner for the Daggers 
helped him secure a 
move to the Addicks. 

But it was at 
Harlow Town’s close 
rivals Bishop’s 
Stortford that he 
began his road back 
to the Football 
League after an 
injury-plagued spell 
at Forest. 

He was talked into 
joining Stortford in 
2008 by their boss at the 
time, former Arsenal star 
Martin Hayes, who was on 
the same FA coaching 
course as Green. 

He has now enjoyed 
seven seasons playing in 
the Football League.

DANNY Chapman’s Hawks will 
head into Sunday’s FA Cup tie 
brimming with confidence after 
an eight-goal Bank Holiday 
bonanza. 

Harlow Town exploited weak 
defending as they thrashed close 
neighbours Waltham Abbey 4-1 at 
The Harlow Arena on Monday, 
with goals from James Smith, 
Alex Read, plus summer signings 
David Kendall and Dave Cowley. 

It followed Saturday’s win over 
Great Wakering Rovers. 

Harlow visit Baldock Town in 
the preliminary round of the FA 
Cup. The tie will take place at 
Hitchin Town FC. 

Chapman knows it’s a great 
opportunity for the club to make 
some cash, with more than £2,000 
prize money available for the vic¬ 
tors. 

“We want to progress as far as 
we can to generate some money 
for the football club,” said the 
Hawks boss. 


“It is something to look forward 
to but the league is the most 
important thing.

Cowley fired home from the edge 
of the box on six minutes. 

Smith doubled the advantage 
on 13 minutes, scoring his third 
in two games, when he finished 
after Abbey failed to clear a cross. 

Kendall headed home a cross on 
42 minutes to make it 3-0 and 
Read stretched the lead with a 
50th-minute header. 

Abbey reduced the deficit 
through a 71st minute header 
from Jason Hallett, but their good 
record against Harlow was ended.
